lected insisted that Congree? and the 
Electoral Commission were obliged to 
t illow the judgment ot the Supreme Court 
•f Florida, which wf? that the Governor 
lad no right to ir?ue a certificate to the 
(^publican electors. 
Senator Edmunds prepared a bill lor 
.flinting the electoral vote, and in it he 
tubedied|the principle c) stoutly supported 
y toe Democrats in 1377. 
His ecbeme 
was that when a dispute art ie es to the 
validity of conflicting 
certificates, the 
question should bs referred to the State 
marts, and that the decision of the courts 
mould be binding npon Congre e. The 
main features of his plan were quite in 
larmooy with the Democratic position 
uriog the struggle in the winter of 1377.

Terrible Accident on the Wilmington 
and Northern Jtaiftroad, In Pennsyl­ 
vania, 
Reading, Pa., May 27—About G o’clock 
this evening a terrible accident occurred 
on toe Wilmington su i Northern railroad, 
near Naomi station, about four milos from 
this city. The southward bound pa:'.en 
ger train, which left this city at 5:40 
collided with toe northward bound freight 
train, wrecking both 1< connotive? and in­ 
juring some twelve persons, lour of whom 
Were ladles. Several of the persons injur­ 
ed were seriously hurt aud one of them, 
a young mao. who was badly crushed 
about the waist and head, is cot expected 
to recover. The passenger train was run 
mug at the rate of 20 miles an hour and 
the freight at a speed or sixteen miles. 
The heavier locomotive of the pas­ 
senger train leaped upon the engine of the 
freight train, and the greater momentum 
of the pf' eager overcame the speed of the 
freight tram aud forced the latter back a 
dSiauce of about one hundr J yards upon 
aa embankment about forty feet high. 
The engineers and firemen of the two 
trams, narrowly 
t ‘aprJ 
with 
their 
lives, by jumping 'rom their respective 
engines. 
The wounded were removed to the 
northward bound passenger tram, which 
arrived about an hour atter the accident, 
and were conveyed to Birdsboro, where 
their injuries wert attended to by bra. 
Bunn. Bras’ir, and Belout, and a physician 
from Reading, who wts summoned by tel­ 
egraph. 
The names of the injured could not be 
ascertained in consequence of their remoy 
a1 to Birdsboro, six mil ifrom the scene of 
the t ccidcnt. 
The caios of those wounded 
were repot* .d by pr-sengers from Birds­ 
boro who arrived at 12 o’clock tc-mght. j 
The accident wr? caused by the freight 
which Wfi over one-half hour late, having 
teen permitted t J leave Birdsboro before 
the arrival of the passenger train.

between Brdsboro aud Reading, and had 
alme *t reached in t 8’diug when the ac­ 
cident i ecurred. 
Both Ic comotives are 
completely battered up aud ruined, and it 
will take the entire night to clear off the 
track. 
The wreck crew is now at work, and a 
telegraph office opened. 
The railroad 
employee are extremely reticent as to the 
number of the injured aud the nature of 
their wouode, qui the accident 19 believed 
to be much more severe than was at first 
reported.

This is the season when the devastating 
moth begins its nefarious operations. Ac 
cording to the most eminent Housewives, 
the moth is a winged insect that lays eggs 
in every article of wearing apparel—from 
which are hatched 
caterpillars* which 
instantly begin to devour all the clothing 
within their reach. 
The moth enters houses at all times of 
the day and night, and the housewife must 
be continually on the alert to repel its at­ 
tacks. lo th'? respect it may be said that 
the price of clothing is eternal vigilance. 
One moth is rs unable to make a complete 
summer es ’? a stogie swallow, but it* eau 
produce a winter of discontent in the mind 
of a careful woman with a success that no 
other inst et can rival. 
There are various spells aud talismans 
which are believed by auf; iratltious women 
to be efficacious against moths. Prominent 
among these are camphor. 
There ate 
women who stoutly affirm that if a gar­ 
ment is sprinkled with gum camphor no 
moth will approach it. This belief is sit 
vest antiquity, but it Is wholly devoid of 
any basis of fact. There are moths which 
appear to have a positive fondness for cam­ 
phor, and regard it aa a earl of condiment 
designed to add piquancy to flannel and 
lur. The same may be said of tobacco, 
which in many cases serves to actually 
draw moths. Whatever else the moth 
may be, ll is intelligent, and cannot be 
frightened by superstitions rites not repel­ 
led by the pretended power of a fetich. 
“The only way in which to oppose the 
moth plague is to kill every moth that 
enters the house. 
Our leading house­ 
wives know and act upon lhi9 principle. 
At this very moment there are hundreds 
of women in our fair land who are stealing 
acre is the floor with hands upraised in the 
devotional attitude and a look of profund 
earnestness and reverence in their faces 
They are not engaged, ss the unthinking 
observer might imagine, in a religious 
exercise, but are striving to capture aa 
alleged moth which they have st en float­ 
ing in the air. The sharp concussion of 
their hands carnet im ca crushes the doomed 
insect, but in too many instances the moth 
escapes, and the tender palms suffer in 
vain. Husbands 
and sons manifest 
heartless indifference to moths. 
When 
the wife exclaims, 
“Stop, 
there’s 
moth. Oh, kill it I kill It I* the an 
feeling husoand usually 
remarks, “I 
don’t see any moth/’ and refuses to stir 
(rom his chair. He sometimes is guilty 0 ! 
even more atrocious conduct, as when he 
replies, “O, that isn’t a moth ; why don’t 
you women learn a little natural history 
There is undoubtedly a lamentable lack of 
certainty in the female mind as to the 
ex id identity of the . flannel- devouring 
moths. There is but one species of insect 
to which this title belongs ; but few wom­ 
en agree ti to what particular insect it is. 
The average housewife holds that all small 
insect! having wings are moths, and dc 
serves instant death. It may be pointed 
out to her that if the small whlte«wioged 
creature which Bhe called the moth last 
night 19 the true moth, the large brown 
luscct 
she 
calls 
a 
moth this 
morning 
cannot 
be 
the 
guilty 
iud dangerous devourer of clothing. This 
argument, however, makes no Impression 
upon womeo. They class all fijiog insects 
under the general head of moth, and the 
larger any particular insect may be, the 
more fully are they convirced that “it 
will fill the whole 
house with moths.” 
This peculiar method of reasoning has led 
10 many painful accidents. There are 
women who presist 10 regarding the wasp 
and hornet es especially reprehensible 
varieties of moth, and have suffered se­ 
verely by incautiously catching them with 
hare hands. The definition of the moth 
undoubtedly needs to be made clearer and 
more distinctive, in order that women may 
be spared the labor of unnecessary slaugh­ 
ter, aud preserved from pushing a danger­ 
ous acquittance with moths armed with 
clings.

A Good Rig for Clothes Lines. 


Germantown Telegraph, 
Given, a yard on coe bide 45 feet long 
by 23 feet, including a pavde walk about 
five feet wide, and on the other (south) 
side, a lot 25x125 feet; both plots in grass 
and bordered with brick. 
Four six inch 
svuare yellow pine post? ten feet long, 
varnished and corners rounded off are set 
on washing days into strongly framed 
hemic :k boxes tapering below and painted 
ere they are placed into the holes in the 
ground, inside of each brick border, ten 
feet apart, two en each side, so that the 
posts, stand about 
eight feet above the 
ground. .Strong wooden pins 
through 
said posts, three feet from tho base, facili - 
’ate the lifting when no longer needed, and 
air0 served ti belaying pins. Near the 
tops of said posts small blocks are suitab ly 
attache lan d washlines drawn throngh. 
These are hereby much more easily and 
gradually tightened than by any other 
means I know of.fi No piops are required.
